
Bay League Athletic Council Proposes to 
High School Schedules in Half for 60-61 Season

The Bay League's council 
of vice-principals, which gov­ 
erns the athletic policies of 
the league, voted Monday 
to propose that the 1960-61 
athloiic schedules be cut in 
half for all sports.

The proposal to be acted 
upon Monday by the league's 
eight principals at their reg­ 
ular meeting was passed 
by a 4-3 vote. South High 
was not represented.

The sudden and drastic 
action by the vice-principal's 
council caught virtually the 
entire league off-guard, but

as one South Bay area coach 
put it, "Nothing's official yet 
and everybody's still guess- ing.' 1

Schools voting in favor of 
the proposal made by H. B. 
Walden of Redondo High  
were Redondo, North Tor- 
rance. Louzinger, and Haw­ 
thorne. Schools voting 
against the proposal were 
Mira Costa, Inglewood, and 
Morningside.

South Torrance. although 
not a league member yet, 
will join the league begin­ 
ning in the fall semester.

If approved at the princi­ 
pal's meeting Monday, each 
school in the league would 
be cut down to just one 
round of athletic contests, 
and only one game a week 
in all sports.

"It's the most ridiculous 
thing I've ever heard of," 
a n ot h e r South Bay area 
coach said after learning of 
the drastic plan to "de-em­ 
phasize 1 ' and possibly destroy 
high school athletics in this 
area.

Another coach expressed 
concern that "It was prob­

ably just one of those spur 
of the moment things and 1 
think that cooler heads will 
prevail in the long run."

Most all of the coaches in 
the league's eight schools 
are. of course, against the 
plan because athletics is 
their business and their life.

This year, generally all the 
athletic programs followed 
double-round schedules, that 
is, two contests against each 
other school in the league, 
not including non-league 
games.

Two years ago the Bay

League followed a three- 
round schedule (luring the 
baseball season.

The Bay league is one of 
the oldest conferences in 
Southern California, dating 
back to 191,').

Although the league is ac­ 
tually just one step away 
from going "bush league." 
"Nothing is official yet and 
we're not struck out until 
the third strike," as one local 
coach declared.

The Bay League's basket­ 
ball coaches, who will prob­ 
ably be hit the hardest if 
the proposal goes through,

have called a meeting for to­ 
night "To got some points 
together and talk over the 
situation," according to a 
spokesman.

"We're not going to pre­ 
sent, anything to the princi­ 
pals. We're just going to 
come up with a few ideas. 
We're sure that the proposal 
will not go through and that 
cooler heads will prevail."

In plain terms, if North 
and South are limited to one 
round of Bay League athlet­ 
ics next year, each school  
already cut down to four 
non-league games by Tor­

rance School District policy 
 will be allowed a schedule 
of just 11 contests in both 
baseball and basketball.

If the season we re cut 
shorter it might not be so 
bad, b u t the CIF schools 
start practice on Feb. 1 and 
play midway through the 
month of May.

North High played a sched­ 
ule of 24 games, not includ­ 
ing any ensuing CIF play- 
off games, this season.

In baseball "the most im­ 
portant thing is playing ball 
games. Far more experience 
is gained there than in cut

and dried practice sessions," 
a local coach said.

Hut I hen, "de-emphasis" is 
nothing new to T o r r a n c c 
sports followers who have 
watched athletic programs 
dwindle here gradually from 
year to year.

Now, perhaps at the out­ 
set of a promising athletic 
boom, the "one-round" bug 
hits 'em. We wonder if claims 
that entire "intra-mural" ath­ 
letic programs and elimina­ 
tion of inter-school athletics 
is the next step.
